FORM  OF  MATRIMONY. 

Dearly  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in  the  sight 
of  God,  and  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses,  to  join  together 
this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  matrimony;  which  is  an  honor- 
able estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man's  innocency, 
signifying  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that  is  between  Christ  and 
His  Church;  which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned  and  beautified 
with  his  presence,  and  first  miracle  that  he  wrought  in  Cana  of 
Galilee,  and  is  commended  of  St.  Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all 
men;  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  enterprised,  or  taken  in 
hand  unadvisedly,  but  reverently,  discreetly,  advisedly,  and  in 
the  fear  of  God. 

Into  which  holy  estate  these  two  persons  present  come  now 
to  be  joined.  Therefore  if  any  can  show  any  just  cause  why  they 
may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else 
hereafter  forever  hold  his  peace. 

And  also  speaking  unto  the  persons  that  are  to  be  married,   he 

shall  say  : 
I  require  and  charge  you  both,  (as  ye  will  answer  at  the 
dreadful  day  of  judgment,  when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be 
disclosed,)  that  if  either  of  you  know  any  impediment  why  ye 
may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together  in  matrimony,  ye  do  now 
confess  it;  for  be  ye  well  assured,  that  so  many  as  are  coupled 
together  otherwise  than  God's  word  doth  allow,  are  not  joined 
together  by  God,  neither  is  their  matrimony  lawful. 
If  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the  minister  say  unto  the 


man 


M.,  Wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  thy  wedded  wife,  to 
live  together  after  God's  ordinance,  in  the  holy  estate  of  matri- 
mony? Wilt  thou  love  her,  comfort  her,  honor,  and  keep  her,  in 
sickness  and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all  other,  keep  thee  only 
unto  her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 
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The  man  shall  answer: 

I  will. 

Then  shall  the  minister  say  unto  the  woman: 

N.,  Wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  thy  wedded  husband,  to 
live  together  after  God's  ordinance,  in  the  holy  estate  of  mat- 
rimony? Wilt  thou  obey  him,  serve  him,  love,  honor,  and  keep 
him,  in  sickness  and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all  other,  keep 
thee  only  unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  woman  shall  answer: 
I  will. 
The  following  may  also  be  used : 

With  this  ring  I  thee  wed,  and  with  all  my  worldly  goods  I 
thee  endow:  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

Then  the  minister  shall  say: 
Let  us  pray. 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name;  thy 
kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven- 
give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses! 
as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us;  and  lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil;  for  thine  is  the  king- 
dom, and  the  power,  and    the  glory,  forever  and  ever.     Amen 

O  eternal  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all  mankind,  Giver 
of  all  spmtual  grace,  the  Author  of  everlasting  life,  send  thy 
blessing  upon  these  thy  servants,  this  man  and  this  woman,  whom 
we  bless  in  thy  name;  that  as  Isaac  and  Rebecca  lived  faithfully 
together,  so  these  persons  may  surely  perform  and  keep  the  vow 
and  covenant  between  them  made,  and  may  ever  remain  in  per- 
fect love  and  peace  together,  and  live  according  to  thy  laws 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  minister  join  their  right  hands  together,  and  say: 

Those   whom   God  hath   joined  together,  let   no   man   put 

asunder.  F 

■  Forasmuch  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented  together  in  holy 
wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the  same  before  God  and  this 
company,  and  thereto  have  pledged  their  faith  either  to  the  other 
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and  have  declared  the  same  by  joining  hands,  I  pronounce  that 
they  are  man  and  wife  together,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of -the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

And  the  minister  shall  add  this  blessing: 
God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  bless, 
preserve,  and  keep  you;  the  Lord  mercifully  with  his  favor  look 
upon  you;  and  so  fill  you  with  all  spiritual  benedictions  and 
grace,  that  ye  may  so  live  together  in  this  life,  that  in  the  world 
to  come  ye  may  have  life  everlasting.     Amen. 

BAPTISM  OF  INFANTS. 
Dearly  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  conceived,  and 
born  in  sin,  and  that  our  Savior  Christ  saith,  Except  a  man  be 
born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God-  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will  grant  to 
this  child  that  which  by  nature  he  cannot  have:  that  he  may  be 
baptized  with   water   and   the  Holy  Ghost,    and   received   into 
Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made  a  lively  member  of  the  same. 
Then  shall  the  minister  say: 
Let  us  pray. 
Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  beseech  thee  for  thine  in- 
finite mercies,  that  thou  wilt   look  upon  this  child:  wash  htm 
and  sanctify  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost;  that  he,  being  delivered 
from  thy  wrath,  may  be  received  into  the  ark  of  Christ  s  Church, 
and  being  steadfast  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope,  and  rooted  in 
love,  may  so  pass  the  waves   of   this   troublesome   world,    that 
finally  he  may  come  to  the  land  of  everlasting  life,  there  to  reign 
with  thee,  world  without  end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Amen. 

O  merciful  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in  this  chtld  may 
be  so  buried,  that  the   new   man   may   be   raised   up   in   him.

Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in  him,  and  that  all 
things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  Mm.

Almighty,  ever-living  God,  whose  most  dearly  beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  did  shed  out  of 
his  most  precious  side  both  water  and  blood,  and  gave  command- 
ment to  his  disciples  that  they  should  go  teach  all  nations,  and 
baptize  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost:  regard,  we  beseech  thee,  the  supplications 
of  thy  congregation;  and  grant  that  this  child,  now  to  be  bap- 
tized, may  receive  the  fullness  of  thy  grace,  and  ever  remain  in 
the  number  of  thy  faithful  and  elect  children,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  people  stand-np;  and  the  minister  shall  say: 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  Mark,  in  the 
tenth  chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  verse. 

They  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should  teach 
them.  And  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them;  but 
when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not, 
for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Who- 
soever shall  not  receive  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he 
shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put 
his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

Then  the  minister,   addressing  the  parents,   or  others  presenting 
the  child,  shall  say  : 

In  causing  this  child  to  be  brought  by  baptism  into  the 
Church  of  Christ,  it  is  your  duty  to  teach  him  to  renounce  the 
devil  and  all  his  works,  the  vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world, 
with  all  covetous  desires  of  the  same,  and  the  carnal  desires  o,f 
the  flesh,  so  that  he  may  not  follow  or  be  led  by  them;  to  believe 
all  the  articles  of  the  Christian  faith;  and  to  obediently  keep 
God's  holy  will  and  commandments  all  the  days  of  his  life. 

Then   the  minister  shall  take  the  child  into  his  hands,   if  con- 
venient, and  say  to  the  friends  of  the  child-. 
Name  this  child. 
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And  then,  naming  it  after  them,  he  shall  sprinkle  or  pour  voter 
upon  it,  (or,  if  desired,  immerse  it  in  water)  saying: 
N.,   I   baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of   the 

Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

The  minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  lay  hands  on  the  subject  ac- 
companying the  act  with  a  suitable  invocation,  and  then,  all 
kneeling,  close  with  extemporaneous  devotions  and  the  Lord  s 
Prayer. 
Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name;    thy 

kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven; 

g "fus  this  day  our  daily  bread;   and  forgive  us  our  trespasses

BAPTISM  OF  ADULTS. 
Dearly  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are  conceived  and 
born  in  sin,  (and  that  which  is  born  of  flesh  is  flesh,  and  they 
that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please  God,  but  live  in  sin,  commu- 
ting many   actual   transgressions,)  and  that  our   Savior   Chris 
SaiA,  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God 
the  Father,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous 
goodness  he  will  grant  these  persons  that  which  hy  nature  /^ 
cannot  have ;  that  they  may  be  baptized  with  water  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  received  into  Christ's  holy  Church,   and  be  made 
lively  members  of  the  same. 

Then  shall  the  minister  say: 
Almighty  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  all  that  need    the 
helper  of  all  that  flee  to  the  succor,  the  life  of  them  that  believe, 
and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead:    we  call   upon   thee   for   these 
persons  now  to  be  baptized.      Receive  them,  O  Lord    as  thou 
hast  promised  by  thy  well-beloved  Son     saying,   Ask    and  ye 
shall  receive;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shal    be 
opened  unto  you:  so  give  now  unto  us  that  ask;  let  us  that  seek 
find;  open  the  gate  unto  us  that  knock;    that  these  persons  may 
enjoy    the   everlasting   benediction   of   thy   holy   washmg,    and 
may  come  to  the  eternal  kingdom  which  thou  hast  prormsed  by 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 
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Then  shall  the  people  stand  tip,  and  the  minister  shall  say: 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.  John,  in  the 
third  chapter,  beginning  at  the  first  verse. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a 
ruler  of  the  Jews :  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said 
unto  him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God; 
for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be 
with  him.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,,  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him,  How  can  a  man 
be  born  again  when  he  is  old?  Can  he  enter  the  second  time 
into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born?  Jesus  answered,  Verily  ? 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  o£ 
the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  That  which 
is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit 
is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom 
again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  cannot  tell  whence  it  cometh  and  whither  it 
goeth ;   so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 

Then  the  minister  shall  speak  to  the  person  to  be  baptized  on  this 

wise  : 

Well-beloved,  who  are  come  hither,  desiring  to  receive 
holy  baptism,  ye  have  heard  how  the  congregation  hath  prayed 
that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive  you,  to 
release  you  of  your  sins,  to  give  you  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and 
everlasting  life.  And  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  promised  in 
his  holy  word  to  grant  all  those  things  that  we  have  prayed  for; 
which  promise  he  for  his  part  will  most  surely  keep  and  perform. 

Wherefore  after  this  promise  made  by  Christ,  ye  must 
also  faithfully,  for  your  part,  promise,  in  the  presence  of  this 
whole  congregation,  that  ye  will  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his. 
works,  and  constantly  believe  God's  holy  word,  and  obediently 
keep  his  commandments. 

Then    shall  the    minister  demand  of  each  of  the  persons  to    be 
baptized,  severally: 

Ques.  Dost  thou  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  the 
vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of  the 
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same,  and  the  carnal  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that  thou  wilt  nut 
follow  or  be  led  by  them? 

Ans.     I  renounce  them  all. 

Ques.  Dost  thou  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
maker  of  heaven  and  earth?  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  only  begot- 
ten Son,  our  Lord?  and  that  he  was  conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary?  that  he  suffered  under  Pontius 
Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried?  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day?  that  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty,  and  from  thence  shall  come 
again,  at  the  end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Church  of 
God,  the  communion  of  saints,  the  remission  of  sins,  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body,  and  everlasting  life  after  death? 

Ans.     All  this  I  steadfastly  believe. 

Ques.     Wilt  thou  be  baptized  in  this  faith? 

Ans.     This  is  my  desire. 

Ques.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently  keep  God's  holy  will  and 
commandments,  and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy  life? 

Ans.     I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  God  being  my  helper. 

Then  shall  the  minister  say: 

O  merciful  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in  these  persons 
may  be  so  buried,  that  the  new  man  may  be  raised  up  in  them. 
Amen, 

Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in  them,  and  that 
all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  them.

Then  shall  the  minister  take  each  person  to  be  baptized  by  the  right 
hand;  and  placing  him  conveniently  by  the  font,  according 
to  his  discretion,  shall  ask  the  name;  and  shall  sp7-inkle  or 
pour  water  upon  him,  {or  if  he  shall  desire  it,  shall  immerse 
him  in  water,')  saying: 

N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

The  minister  may,  at  his  discretion,  lay  hands  on  the  subject,  ac- 
c o?n p any ing  the  act  with  a  suitable  invocation. 

RECEPTION  OF  CHURCH-MEMBERS. 

The  minister  shall  cause  the  candidates  to  be  placed  conveniently 
before  the  congregation,  and  after  baptizing  any  who  may 
not  have  been  previously  baptized,  he  shall  say: 

Brethren,  the  Church  is  of  God,  and  will  be  preserved  to 
the  end  of  time,  for  the  promotion  of  his  worship  and  the  due 
administration  of  his  word  and  ordinances — the  maintenance  of 
Christian  fellowship  and  discipline — the  edification  of  believers, 
and  the  conversion  of  the  world.  All,  of  every  age  and  station, 
stand  in  need  of  the  means  of  grace  which  it  alone  supplies;  and 
it  invites  all  alike  to  become  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints  and 
of  the  household  of  God.  But  as  none  who  have  arrived  at  the 
years  of  discretion  can  remain  within  its  pales,  or  be  admitted  to 
its  communion,  without  assuming  its  obligations,  it  is  my  duty 
to  demand  of  these  persons  present  whether  they  are  resolved  to 
assume  the  same. 

Then  shall  the  minister  address  the  candidates  as  fo Haws: 
Dearly  beloved,  you  profess  to  have  a  desire  to  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  come  and   to  be  saved  from  your  sins;    you  seek  the 
fellowship  of  the  people  of  God,  to  assist  you  in  working  out  your 
salvation;   I  therefore  demand  of  you: 
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Do  you  solemnly,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  this  congre- 
gation, ratify  and  confirm  the  promise  and  vow  of  repentance, 
faith,  and  obedience,  contained  in  the  baptismal  covenant? 

Ans.     I  do,  God  being  my  helper. 

Will  you  be  subject  to  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  attend 
upon  its  ordinances,  and  support  its  institutions? 

Ans,     I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  by  the  help  of  God. 
The  minister  shall  then  say  to  the  candidates: 

We  rejoice  to  recognize  you  as  members  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  and  bid  you  welcome  to  all  its  privileges ;  and  in  token  of 
our  brotherly  love,  we  give  you  the  right-hand  of  fellowship,  and 
pray  that  you  may  be  both  numbered  with  his  people  here,  and 
with  his  saints  in  glory  everlasting. 

The  minister  shall  then  say  to  tfre  congregation  : 

Brethren,  I  commend  to  your  love  and  care  these  persons 
whom  we  this  day  recognize  as  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Do  all  in  your  power  to  increase  their  faith,  confirm  their  hope, 
and  perfect  them  in  love. 

Then  may  follow  a  hymn  suitable  to  the  occasion  as  (88 1 — 889),. 
and  the  minister  shall  say : 

Let  us  pray. 
Almighty  God,  we  thank  thee  for  founding  thy  Church,  and 
promising  that  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  We 
bless  thee  for  calling  us  to  the  fellowship  of  thy  people,  and  for 
numbering  us  with  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Lord  Almighty. 
We  especially  praise  thy  name  for  enabling  these  thy  servants  to 
avouch  the  Lord  to  be  their  God.  Help  them  to  perform  the 
promise  and  vow  which  they  have  made,  to  renounce  the  devil, 
the  world,  and  the  flesh ;  to  believe  the  record  which  thou  hast 
given  of  thy  Son ;  and  to  walk  in  all  thy  commandments  and 
ordinances  blameless,  to  the  end  of  their  lives.  May  their  com- 
munion with  thy  people  be  sanctified  to  their  growth  in  grace  and 
in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  being 
nourished  and  knit  together,  increasing  with  the  increase  of  God. 
May  thy  people  do  them  good,  and  may  they  prove  a  blessing  to- 
thy  people.  And  grant,  O  Lord,  that  all  who  are  here  members 
of  thy  militant  Church,  through  thy  mercy,  the  merit  of   thy  Son, 
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and  the  grace  of  thy  Spirit,  may  finally  be  made  members  of  thy 
triumphant  Church  in  heaven.     Amen, 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  Heavenly  Father,  we  give 
thee  humble  thanks,  for  that  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  call  us  to 
the  knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  faith  in  thee;  increase  this 
knowledge  and  confirm  this  faith  in  us  evermore.  Give  thy  Holy 
Spirit  to  these  persons,  that  they,  being  born  again,  may  be 
made  heirs  of  everlasting  salvation,  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
now  and  forever.     Amen,

The  elder  shall  read  one  or  more  of  these  sente?ices,  during  the 
reading  of  which  the  stewards  shall  take  up  a  collection  for 
the  poor. 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  your 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
Matt.  v.  1 6. 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye 
even  so  to  them;  for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets.  Matt.vii.  12. 

Not  everyone  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.     Matt.  vii.  21. 

The  elder  shall  read  this  invitatio?i. 
Ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of  your  sins,  and  are  in 
love  and  charity  with  your  neighbors,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new 
life,  following  the  commandments  of  God,    and  walking  from 
henceforth  in  his  holy  ways,  draw  near  with  faith,  and  take  this 
holy  sacrament  to  your  comfort  and  make  your  humble  confession 
to  Almighty  God,  meekly  kneeling  upon  your  knees. 
The    general  confession,  the   people    kneeling  humbly   on  their 
knees  and  saying: 
Almighty  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Maker  of  all 
things,  Judge  of  all  men,  we  acknowledge  and  bewail  our  mani- 
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old   sins    and  wickedness,   which  we  from  time  to   time  most 
rrievously  have   committed,  by  thought,  word,  and  deed,  against 
Thy  Divine  Majesty,  provoking  most  justly  thy  wrath  and  indig- 
nation against  us.     We  do  earnestly   repent,   and   are  heartily 
sorry   for  these    our   misdoings;    the  remembrance  of  them   is 
grievous  unto  us.     Have  mercy   upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us, 
most  merciful  Father;  for  thy  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake 
forgive  us  all  that  is  past,  and  grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter 
serve  and  please  thee  in  newness  of  life,  to  the  honor  and  glory- 
of  thy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen, 
Then  shall  the  elder  say, 
O  Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  great 
mercy  hast  promised    forgiveness    of    sins    to    all    them    that 
with   hearty    repentance    and   true    faith   turn    to    thee:      have- 
mercy    upon  us,   pardon   and     deliver    us    from   all     our    sins,, 
conform  and  strengthen  us  in  all  goodness,  and  bring  us  to  ever- 
lasting life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

The  Collect. 
Almighty  God,  unto  to  whom  all  hearts  be  open,  all  desires 
known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid:  cleanse  the  thoughts 
of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may 
perfectly  love  thee,  and  worthily  magnify  thy  holy  name,  through. 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  elder  say, 
It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty,  that  we  should, 
at  all  times,   and  in  all  places,  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
Holy  Father,  almighty,  everlasting  God. 

Therefore,  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  with  all  the  com- 
pany of  Heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy  glorious  name,  ever- 
more praising  thee,  and  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  Lord  God  of 
hosts,  Heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory.  Glory  be  to  thee, 
O  Lord  most  high.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  elder  say, 

We    do     not     presume    to    come    to    this    thy    table,     O 

merciful   Lord,  trusting   in    our  own   righteousness,  but  in  thy 

manifold  and  great  mercies.     We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to 

gather  up  the  crumbs  under  thy  table.     But  thou  art  the  same 
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Lord,  whose  property  is  always  to  have  mercy :  Grant  us,  there- 
fore, gracious  Lord,  so  to  eat  the  flesh  of  thy  dear  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  to  drink  his  blood,  that  our  sinful  souls  and  bodies 
may  be  made  clean  by  his  death,  and  washed  through  his  most 
precious  blood,  and  that  we  may  evermore  dwell  in  him,  and  he 
in  us.    A?nen. 

Then  the  elder  shall  say  the  prayer  of  consecration,  as  followeth: 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  tender  mercy 
^didst  give  thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  suffer  death  upon  the 
cross  for  our  redemption;   who  made  there  (by  his  oblation  of 
himself  once  offered)  a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient  sacrifice,  ob- 
lation and  satisfaction  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world;  and  did 
institute,  and  in  his  holy  gospel  commands  us  to  continue,  a  per- 
petual memory  of  that  his  precious  death  until  his  coming  again; 
hear  us,  O  merciful  Father,  we  must  humbly  beseech  thee,  and 
grant  that  we,   receiving  these  thy  creatures  of  bread  and  wine, 
according  to  thy  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ's  holy  institution, 
in  remembrance  of  his  death  and  passion,  may  be  partakers  of 
his  most  blessed  body  and  blood,  who  in  the  same  night  that  he 
was  betrayed  took  bread;   and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
Ibrake  it,  and  gave  it  to  his  disciples,   saying,  Take,  eat;   this  is 
my  body  which  is  given  for  you;  do  this  in  remembrance  of  me. 
Likewise,  after  supper  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all  of  this,  for  this 
my  blood  of  the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  you  and  for 
many,  for  remission  of  sins :   do  this,   as  oft  as  ye  shall  drink  it, 
in  remembrance  of  me.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  minister  first  receive  the  communion  in  both  kinds 
himself  and  then  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  other 
ministers  in  like  manner,  if  any  be  present.  Then  shall  he 
say  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  people  still  kneeling  and  repeat- 
ing after  him  every  petition. 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name;  thy 
kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven; 
give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
as  we  forgive  those  who  tresspass  against  us ;  and  lead  us  not  into 
temptation  but  deliver  us  from  evil;  for  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and 
<the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 
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Then  a  hymn  maybe  sung,  and  the  communicants  shall  be  invited 
to  the  table.      The  minister   shall  deliver  both  kinds  to  the 
people  into  their  hands.      When  he  delivereth  the  bread  he 
shall  say, 
The  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  given  for  thee,, 

preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto   everlasting  life.     Take  and  eat 

this  in  remembrance  that  Christ  died  for  thee,  and  feed  on  him  m 

thy  heart  by  faith  with  thanksgiving. 

And  the  minister  that  delivereth  the  cup  shall  say, 

The  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  shed  for 
thee,  preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  everlasting  life.  Drink  this 
in  remembrance  that  Christ's  blood  was  shed  for  thee,  and  be 
thankful. 

When  all  have  communicated,   the  minister  shall  return  to  the 
Lord's  table,  and  place  upon  it  what  remaineth  of  the  con- 
secrated  elements,  covering  the  same  with  a  fair  linen  cloth. 
The  minister  may  then  say  as  follozveth: 

O  Lord  and  Heavenly  Father,  we  thy  humble  servants  de- 
sire thy  fatherly  goodness  mercifully  to  accept  this  our  sacrifice 
of  praise  and  thanksgiving,  most  humbly  beseeching  you  to 
grant  that,  by  the  merits  and  death  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and 
through  faith  in  his  blood,  we  and  thy  whole  church  may  obtain 
remission  of  our  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  his  passion.  And 
here  we  offer  and  present  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls 
and  bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and  lively  sacrifice  unto- 
thee;  humbly  beseeching  thee  that  all  who  are  partakers  of  this 
holy  communion  may  be  filled  with  thy  grace  and  heavenly  bene- 
diction. And  although  we  be  unworthy,  through  our  manifold 
sins,  to  offer  unto  thee  any.  sacrifice,  yet  we  beseech  thee  to  ac- 
cept this  our  bounden  duty  and  service;  not  weighing  our  merits,, 
but  pardoning  our  offenses,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord;  by 
whom  and  with  whom,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  all  honor 
and  glory  be  unto  thee,  O  Father  Almighty,  world  without  end. 
Amen. 

Then  may  be  said, 
Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will  to- 
ward men.     We  praise  thee,  we  bless  thee,  we  worship  thee,  we 
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rglorify  thee,  we  give  thanks  to  thee  for  thy  great  glory,  O  Lord, 
•God,  Heavenly  King,  God  the  P^ather  Almighty. 

O  Lord,  the  only  begotten  Son,  Jesus  Christ;  O  Lord  God, 
Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father,  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the 
world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of 
the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins 
of  the  world,  receive  our  prayer.  Thou  that  sitest  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

For  thou  only  art  holy ;  thou  only  art  the  Lord ;  thou  only,  O 
Christ,  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  art  most  high  in  the  glory  of  God 
the  Father.     Amen. 

Then  the  elder,  if  he  see  it  expedient,  may  put  up  an  extem- 
poraneous prayer ;  and  afterward  shall  let  the  people  depart 
with  this  blessing: 

May  the  peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God,  and  of 
his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord;  and  the  blessing  of  God  Al- 
mighty, the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  among  you, 
:and  remain  with  you  always.     Amen. 

If  the  elder  be  straightened  for  time,  he  may  omit  any  part  of  the 
service  except  the  prayer  of  consecration 


BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

The  minister,  going  before  the  corpse,  shall  say: 

I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life :  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  again,  and  whosoever 
liveth,  and  believeth  in  me,  shall  never  die.     John  xi.  25-26. 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall  stand  at 
the  latter  day  upon  the  earth ;  and  though  after  my  skin  worms 
destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God,  whom  I  shall 
see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another. 
Job  xix.  25-27. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.     1  Tim.  vi.  7;  Job  i.  21. 

After   they   are   come  into  the  church    or   house,    shall  be   read 

Psalm  ex. 
Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in  all  generations. 
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Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou  hadst 
formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting, thou  art  God. 

Thou  turnestman  to  destruction,  and  sayest,  Return  ye  chil- 
dren of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when 
it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 

Thou  earnest  them  away  as  with  a  flood;  they  are  as  asleep; 
in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up. 

In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth  up;  in  the  evening 
it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth. 

For  we  are  consumed  by  thine  anger,  and  by  thy  wrath  are 

■we  troubled. 

Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our  secret  sins  in 

the  light  of  thy  countenance. 

For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  spend  our 
years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  years  are  three  score  years  and  ten;  and  if 
by  reason  of  strength  they  are  four  score  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  labor  and  sorrow;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away. 

Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger?  even  according  to 
thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 

So  teach   us   to  number  our  days,   that  we  may  apply  our 

hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Return,  O  Lord,  how  long?  and  let  it  repent  thee  concern- 
ing thy  servants. 

O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy,  that  we  may  rejoice  and 

be  glad  all  our  days. 

Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast 
afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants,   and  thy  glory  unto 

their  children. 

And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us;  and 
establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us;  yea,  the  work  of 
our  hands  establish  thou  it. 

Then   shall  follow  the  lesson,  i  Cor.  xv.  20-58,  or  the  following 

abridgment: 

Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first- 
fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.     For  as  in  Adam  all  die, 
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even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.     But  every  man  in  his 
own  order;  Chrict  the  first-fruits;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's, 
at  his  coming.     Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  de- 
livered up  the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall 
have  put  down  all  rule,  and    all   authority  and  power.     For  he 
must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.     The  last 
enemy   that  shall  be   destroyed  is  death.     For  he  hast  put  all 
things  under  his  feet.     But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead 
raised  up?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?     Thou  fool,  that 
which  thou  soweth  is  not  quickened  except  it  die,  and  that  which 
thou  soweth,  thou  soweth  not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but  bare 
grain;  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain;  but  God 
giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own 
body.     All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh ;  but  there  is  one  kind  of 
flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  an- 
other of  birds.     There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  ter- 
restrial; but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the 
terrestrial  is  another.     There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another 
glory  of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;   for  one  star 
differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.   So  also  is  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.     It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorruption,  it 
is  sown  in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory:   it  is  sown  in  weakness, 
it  is  raised  in  power:     it  is  sown  a  natural    body,  it  is  raised  a 
spiritual    body.     Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery:     We  shall   not 
all    sleep,  but  we    shall    all    be    changed,  in   a   moment,  in   the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at   the    last   trump :   for   the   trumpet    shall 
sound,  and"  the  dead  shall    be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall 
be  changed.     For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this   mortal   must  put  on    immortality,  then  shall   be    brought  to 
pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 
O  death,  where  is  the  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?     The 
sting  of    death  is  sin ;   and   the  strength  of    sin  is  the  law.     But 
thanks    be     to  God,  which  giveth   us    the  victory,   through    our 
Lord   Jesus    Christ.     Therefore,    my   beloved   brethren,   be   ye 
steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Here  may  follow  a  suitable  hymn,  a  ser??wn,  or  exhortation,  and 
an  extemporary  prayer.

At   the  grave,  when  the  corpse  is  laid  in  the  earth,  the    minister 

shall  say, 

Man  that  is  born  of  woman  is  of  few  days,and  full  of  trouble. 
He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut  down:  he  fleeth  also  as 
a  shadow,  and  continueth  not. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death:  of  whom  may  we  seek 
for  succor,  but   of   thee,  O    Lord,  who    for    our    sins     art   justly 

displeased? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty,  O  holy 
and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the  bitter  pains  of 

eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts :  shut  not  thy 
merciful  ears  to  our  prayers,  but  spare  us,  Lord  most  holy,  O 
God  most  mightv,  O  holy  and  merciful  Saviour,  thou  most  worthy 
Judge  eternal,  suffer  us  not  at  our  last  hour  for  any  pains  of  death 
to  fall  from  thee. 

Then  the  minister  may  say, 

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise 
providence,  to  take  out  of  this  world  the  soul  of  our  deceased 
brother,  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the  ground,  earth  to 
earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust;  looking  for  the  general 
resurrection  in  the  last  day,  and  the*  life  of  the  world  to  come, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  at  whose  second  coming  in  glo- 
rious majesty  to  judge  the  world,  the  earth  and  the  sea  shall  give 
up  their  dead;  and  the  corruptible  bodies  of  those  who  sleep  in 
him  shall  be  changed,  and  made  like  unto  his  own  glorious  body, 
according  to  the  mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  to  subdue  all 

things  unto  himself. 

Then  shall  be  said, 

I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying  unto'  me,  Write  Blessed 
are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord^from  henceforth:   Yea,  saith 
the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors. 
A    suitable    hymn     may    here    be    sung;     and    then  shall    the 

minister  say, 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be;  thy  name;  thy 
kingdom  come;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven; 
give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us:  and  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil.     Amen. 
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The  Collect, 

O  merciful  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
the  resurrection  and  the  life;  in  whom  whosoever  believeth  shall 
live,  though  he  die;  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  him, 
shall  not  die  eternally:  we  meekly  beseech  thee,  O  Father,  to 
raise  us  from  the  death  of  sin  unto  the  life  of  righteousness; 
that  when  we  shall  depart  this  life  we  may  rest  in  him;  and  at 
the  general  resurrection  on  the  last  day  may  be  found  acceptable 
in  thy  sight,and  receive  that  blessing  which  thy  well-beloved  Son 
shall  then  pronounce  to  all  that  love  and  fear  thee,  saying,  Come, 
ye  blessed  of  rriy  father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  Grant  this,  we  beseech  thee, 
O  merciful  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Mediator  and  Re- 
deemer.

The  grace  of  our    Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of   God, 
and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.     Amen. 
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
